and would not peimit his daughter

in good humor and

wife and family had gone to Columbus 
Yesterday morning I came to the city

When asked about the murder she 


admitted that she had killed the chil- 
dren and calmly related the story of 
how she did it.

Though not publicly 
stated, the primary object of 
the 


leaders, as the REPUBLICAN was told last 
summer, by one of the organizers, was 
to put up a ticket. One feature of the 
plan was that .a committee of a few men 
could eolect a better ticket than the 
people of any party could.

wait to see the result, but with undue 
haste a committee of a few men without 
consulting the people or the rank and 
file of the of the club named a full ticket 
and performed the ridiculous feat of 
calling it the "People's Ticket." It was 
at this juncture that excuses for having 
put up a ticket were promulgated. 


When the ticket was named it was the 


understanding that, in case the Demo- 
crats should finally decide to put up a 
ticket, the Municipal ticket would be 
taken down. The Democrats did put up 
a ticket, but instead of taking down the 
third party ticket, as at first decided, 
better counsel was again rejected and 
the work of attempting to defeat the 
Republican ticket was begun, and that 
political hoodoo of hoodoos, the Herald- 
Despatch, was employed to aid in that 
work.

GREAT INIQDITY. 


Furcner Charges Against the 


V? hisky Trust Direotors 


IMOUiNG A MILLION-DOLLAR STEAL 


And a Wicked Betrayal of the Confidence 


Placed in Him by President Green- 


but—Suit to Annul a Cattle- 


Feeding Contract. 


CHICAGO, April 2.—Attorney John. 3. 


derrick, consul for the Whisky trust 
receivership, yesterday filed in. the 
United States court, on behalf of Gen. 
McNulta, as the sole receiver, a peti- 
tion asking for the annulment of the 
cattle feeding contract made with Nel- 
son Morns by the company. 


As a supplementary proceeding to 


this, next Wednesday there will be 
filed a suit to recover in the neighbor- 
hood of 81,000,000 from Mr. Morris and 
Joseph B. Greenhut, this beinff the 
sum, it is alleged in the bill, the stock- 
holders were mulcted of by irregulari- 
ties in the slop contract mentioned. 


It is stated that this suit will only 


be the precursor of others which will 
follow to recover larpe sums said to be 
due the holders of stock because of the 
difference in contracts let by the 
Greenhut crowd to themselves or their 
friends, and what might have been re- 
ceived had the contracts been let in a 
regular way. 


The most sensational 
allegation 


made in the petition which Judge 
Grosscup granted the receiver leave to 
file yesterday is that President Green- 
hut was a sharer in the profits made 
by the Nelson Morris contract to the 
extent of one-seventh, and that he 
called the meeting- at which the con- 
tract was let and favored it in every 
possible way. It is further charged 
that this contract was a losing1 one for 
the company, and was made without 
precedent, inasmuch as it was for 
longer than one year and made no dis- 
tinction as to terms whether corn was 
high or low. 


The charge is made that the 15,000 


head of cattle that were fed on the 
slops were the property of Morris and 
Greenhut 
Morris claimed the right 


to have these cattle ted until Julie 1 
of each year, and if the distilleries 
continued to operate, until October 1. 


The petitioner does not think it to 


the interest of the company to con 
tinue feeding the cattle at the rate- 
named in the contract—six cents a 
bushel of grain mashed, on the basis 
of furnishing to each animal the slop 
resulting from a bushel of grain. He 
declares the compensation is not rea- 
sonable and that not less than eight 
cents a bushel would be a fair price, 
and nine cents a head at some of the 
better distilleries. 


To continue all the distilleries until 


June 1 as the contract provides, the 
petitioner alleges, would cause great* 
loss and hardship to the company, as 
it would bo advisable to shut many of 
them down sooner. Without running 
all the distilleries it would be impossi- 
ble to fulfill the contract. 


It is further set forth that Morris has 


brought suit to recover alleged dama- 
ges of $550,000 for a breach of contract 
by the company, which suit is now 
pending and undetermined. As Green- 
hut is accused of being Morris' partner 
in the contract, the intimation is plain 
that he was practically a party to a 
suit against his own company, whose 
interests as president he was supposed 
to protect. 


The receiver, it is promised, will 


claim that the contract was not valid 
and not binding, and that he has 
grounds of recovery against Greenhut 
and Morris for sums unpaid or re- 
ceived by them on account of these 
cattle-feeding contracts. 


The petition then relates that at the 


time the contract was granted Morris 
was a director of the company and 
drew $10 a day salary; that, while the 
contract was made in the name of Nel- 
son Morris, it was, in fact, made in be- 
half of himself and Greenhut, in ac- 
cordance with a secret arrangement 
between them not shown in the rec- 
ords of the company, or known to the 
company, by which Greenhut had an 
interest both in the contracts and the 
profits accruing therefrom to the ex- 
tent of one-seventh. 


It is said that at this time Greenhut 


drew a salary of $10,000 a- year as pres- 
ident of the company and $15,000 as 
manager of the Great Western distil- 
lery up to September, 1892, and there- 
after $6,000. The alleged contract was 
made at a special meeting of the di- 
rectors called to convene in Chicago, 
although Peoria was the regular meet- 
ing place. The meeting was called for 
the ostensible purpose of "investiga- 
ting reports of serious injury to the 
company's business." 
It adjourned 


until the day following that for which 
it was called, and it was then the coo- 
tract was let, one direct&r being ab- 
sent and one voting against the propo- 
sition. 


In conclusion, Gen. McNulta claims 


that by reason of the fiduciary char- 
acter of Greenhut and Morris to the 
company, as well as for the other rea- 
sons given, the contract should be an- 
nulled. Frequently, it is alleged, be- 
cause there was not enough slop to go 
around, the company was compeled to 
furnish corn for the cattle at a great 
loss, the cost being in excess of the 
amount received for the contrtet. 
Greenhut and Morris are made re- 
spondents.

ED. EWING THE 


Decision in the John Kucker Es- 


tate for the Grandson. 
/ 


All of the Property Stipulated in the Will 


Goes, to Mr. £•» Ing ill Fee Simple. 


The somewhat celebrated case of Ed- 


win Ewmg vs. W. A. Barnes et al, which 
has been in the courts for some time, 
was decided by the Illinois Supreme court 
on Monday in favor of the plaintiff, and 
he will at once come in possession of all 
property bequeathed to him by his 
grandfather, the 
late John Rucker, 


which property is valued at S50,OCO to 
?GO,000. It comprises city property and 
some farming land. The suit was orig- 
inally brought for Mr. Ewing by Ex- 
Senator Johns, and with him weie asso- 
ciated Crea & Ewing and J. J. Finn. 
These gentlemen asked for a construc- 
tion of the will of Mr. Rucker, desiring 
to have it legally settled whether the 
property in question was given Edwin 
Ewing for life or in fee simple. The de- 
fendants in the case were represented by 
Outten & Page, Buckingham & Schroll 
and J. C. Hostetler. The case was tried 
in the Macon county circuit court, and 
Judge Vail rendered a decision against 
the plaintiff, remarking at the time that 
it would not make any difference how 
he decided the points submitted, as the 
case would be taken up anyhow, and 
further he was not clear in his own 
mind on some points at issue. 


The supieme court leversed and re- 


manded the case, with orders to over- 
rule the demurrers, and to enter a de- 
cree in accordance with the finding of 
the supiemo court, which, as stated 
above, gives Mr. Ewing fee simple right 
to all the property assigned to him in 
Mr. Rucker's will.
